even 
from a humane standpoint, and yet 
there has been no attention paid to 
it. at all, and unless there is a way 
found to enforce the urgent recom­ 
mendation of the grand jury, its ef­ 
forts are of no avail. W e have fre­ 
quently heard in our trips over the 
county, also from some officers that 
the grand jury is a joke, therefore, 
when your attention is called to the 
neglect or inefficiency of an official 
or the waste or destruction of county 
property, some official notice should 
he taken of it. W h ile we realize our 
inability to enforce such changes as 
we would advise to improve the pub­ 
lic service, yet, if our public officials 
would carefully read this report and 
give it due consideration we believe, 
quite a marked improvement 
would 
he the result in many ways, generally 
speaking, the people of Orange County 
have a very capable corps of officials, 
and we cannot too strongly express 
our appreciation when we find an of­ 
ficial faithfully performing his duties 
for the people. The officials have all 
been courteous and offered all possi­ 
ble assistance.

W o also recommend and urge in the 
strongest terms possible that the su­ 
pervisors provide rock, and 
compel 
the vagrants to build roads, and there­ 
by earn their keep, so as not to keep

low in price, therefore we 
strongly 
urge that a 
system, 
hereafter,

adopted so that the lowest bidder gets 
the trade, thereby stop 
this 
abuse. 
W e also urge that the county physi­ 
cian get 
the 
medicines 
otherwise 
than the expensive way of a perscrip- 
lion for each individual case. We con­ 
demn this practice. 
W e also recommend that the sys­ 
tem of heating the court house 1)0 so 
changed that it can he heated in sec­ 
tions, as it is now done it must all he 
heated or none. W e believe that the 
above change would be in the interest 
of economy. 


Mexican Problem 


W e desire also to call the attention 
of tne supervisors to the rapid in­ 
crease of the indigents and crim inals 
among the Mexican portion of the pop­ 
ulation of this county. It seems as if 
] t here must he some cause 
for 
the 
great inflow of this class of people. 
W e recommend that you call the at­ 
ten tio n of the proper Fnited States 
official to this condition.
